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(11) The Central Government shall appoint an officer of that 
Government or any advocate to present the case against the Claims 
Commissioner. 

(12) Where the Central Government has appointed an advocate to 
present its case before the Judge, the Claims Commissioner shall also 
be allowed to present his case by an advocate chosen by him. 

5. Inquiry report.- After the conclusion of the investigation, the Judge shall 
submit his report to the Central Government stating therein his findings 
and the reasons thereof on each of the articles of charge separately with 
such observations on the whole case as he thinks fit. 

6. Provisions of Civil Procedure Code not binding.- The Judge, while 
conducting an inquiry under rule 4, shall not be bound by the procedure 
laid down by the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 of 1908), but shall be 
guided by the principles of natural justice and shall have power to regulate 
his own procedure including the fixing of places and times of his enquiry. 

7. Suspension of Claims' Commissioner.- Notwithstanding anything 
contained in rule 4 and without prejudice to any action being taken in 
accordance with the said rule, the Central Government, keeping in view 
the gravity of charges may suspend the Claims Commissioner against 
whom a complaint is under investigation or inquiry. 

8. Subsistence allowance.- The payment of subsistence allowance to the 
Claims Commissioner under suspension shall be regulated in accordance 
with the rules and orders for the time being applicable to an officer of the 
Government of India drawing an equivalent pay.
